United States Marsha] Smythe, in 
his letter in the Coxsrrrorios this 
morning, is laboring under a mistake 
in his intimation that the United States 


4 supreme court did not decide the en- 


foreement act void for want of consti- 
tutional authority. The fact is, that 
act is rendered wholly null and void 
by said decision, as admitted in his 
letter. With this fact before his eyes, 
it is hard to imagine way he attempts 
action by virtue of that act, as no other 
act of congress gives United States 
marshals any authority to act in any 
capacity whatever at elections. 

Any official or other person may be 
present at any election in any state. 
Therefore, the marshal, with his depu- 
ties, has a perfect right to be present at 
elections, but neither be nor they have 
any further authority than to be pres- 
ent and, as citizens, to assist in quelling 
illegal disturbances, when call * by 
the proper officers of the municipal or 

state government. 

Were the enforcement act not void, 
butin full force and effect, there is no 
authonty whatever anywhere to be 
found giving marshals any duty to per- 
form which in the least degree inter- 
feres with the legal state authority. 
They are genes witnesses of what may 
occur, and wholly without authority to 
act further than to bear testimonv as 
to facts bearing upon contested elec- 
tions, as tothe legality or illegality of 
ballots cast, and other acts of voters, 
judges of elections, etc: There is no 
further authority intended to be given. 

The constitutional amenament by 
virtue of which the enforcement was 

d merely prohibits “the United 
tates and the states as such. from 
ete.,” and has no reference whatever to 
the acts of individuals, These are 
rights so far belonging to the states. 
This great fact is the ground upon 
which the United States court decided 
the enforcement act not appropriate 
legislation.“ There is no reference in 
said act to either states or United States; 
and as congress has no authority under 
the amendment, except as to state and 
the United States, and said act has 
only reference to individuals, the su- 
preme court was compelleu to decide 
the whole act void for being outside of 
the constitution. There is no ground 
for conflict of authorities 2 the elec- 
tiou. W.
